Exhibition. ‘ 

Tus R.1.B.A. Exhibitions Committee 
have organised an Exhibition of Schools 
which will be opened for a week at 66, 
Portland-place, on October 12, by Pro- 
fessor John Hilton. It will show the 
planning and equipment of buildings 
erected under Governmental control and 
will, as far as possible, illustrate the prin- 
ciples set out in the Board of Education 
pamphlet 107, in which the belief is ex- 
pressed that public elementary schools 
should be not only educational but social 
and cultural centres as well. The build- 
ings illustrated, which will include a few 
foreign examples, will be only of executed 
work. At the close of the run at Portland- 
place, the Exhibition will go on tour in 
the provinces, but will be brought back 
to London for the “ News Chronicle” 
Exhibition at Dorland Hall, which opens 
on December 20. 

This Exhibition is a timely one, in view 
of present Governmental and public in- 
terest in education, of which adequate, 
well-planned buildings are a prime factor.

A Retirement: 

Mr. John Keppie, 8.5.A., F.R.1,B.A, 

AFTER an association with the architec. 
tural profession extending over 50 years 
Mr, John Keppie, R.S.A., F.R.I.B.A., has 
retired from active professional life by 
resigning his partnership in the firm of 
John Keppie and Henderson. Mr. Keppie 
served his articles with the Glasgow firm 
of Campbell Douglas and Sellars, and 
played a considerable part in designing 
(with Mr. Sellars) the buildings for the 
International Exhibition held in Glasgow 
in 1888. Among his works are Anderson’s 
College Medical School; the Parish 
Church of Skelmorlie; the Cana] Boat- 
men’s Institute, Glasgow; a large portion 
of the offices of “‘ The Glasgow Herald ”’: 
Jordanhill College School; Auchterarder 
Parish Church; and, in collaboration with 
Mr. Honeyman, the restoration of Linlith- 
gow Abbey. For many years he acted as 
a governor of Glasgow School of Art, and 
from 1920 up till last year he was chair- 
man of the Board of Governors. Some 
years ago he founded the John Keppie 
Scholarship in Architecture and Sculp- 
ture in connection with the School. He 
was elected to Associate membership of 
the Royal Scottish Academy in 1920, and 
was raised to full membership in Febru- 
ary of the present year. He is a Fellow 
and past member of the Council of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, of 
which he was appointed a vice-president 
in 1929. The good wishes of the profes- 
sion will go with him in his retirement.

Scottish Pavilions at 
the Glasgow Exhibition. 

Tue two pavilions in which Scotland’s 
national and municipal life will be shown 
at next year’s Empire Exhibition at Glas- 
gow, will be the first of the exhibition 
buildings to catch the eye of visitors 
entering Bellahouston Park from the 
Paisley-road. A start will shortly be 
made with their erection. The accom- 
panying illustration, by Mr. Basil Spence, 
the Edinburgh architect who is associated 
with Mr. Thomas 8. Tait in designing the 
Scottish Pavilions, shows how the North 
Pavilion will look when finished. It will 
have a frontage of 350 feet, and will be 
surmounted a many windowed tower 
120 feet high, from which at nightfall will 
flash beams of coloured light. Floor-to- 
ceiling windows will be a distinctive fea- 
ture of the building. The Scottish lion 
rampant and appropriate heraldic sym- 
bols will form the exterior mural decora- 
tions, and surrounding the pavilion will 


be a paved walk and beds of gaily coloured - 


flowers. In the entrance hall there will 
be a symbolic statue, 25 ft. high, and on 
the walls will be mural paintings, the 
work of young Scottish artists, descrip- 
tive of Scotland’s history, its romantic 
associations, sport, industries and pas- 
times. In order to achieve unity of treat- 
ment, the Scottish Committee, which is 
planning the exhibits, have asked Mr. 
Basil Spence to supervise the general lay- 
out of the South Pavilion. Mr. R. Mervyn 
Noad, the Glasgow architect, will be re- 
tr for the interior of the North 
avilion. 


An Overseas Appreciation. 

We have received from Mr. William 
Lucas, F.R.G.S., of Melbourne, Australia, 
an appreciation of the late Raffles 
Davison. Mr. Lucas writes that their 
first meeting, after an acquaintanceship 
by correspondence which began about 
1880, was in 1908, and the meeting place 
the Royal Academy, “where we stood 
together in conference before the Epstein 
sculptures for the British Medical Head- 
quarters in the Strand.” Mr. Lucas’s 
appreciation is fall of delightful remi- 
niscences of Davison, and recalls some of 
his well-informed comments on English 
architecture during the past fifty years. 


A Bristol Architectural 


Appointment. 

Mr. F. R. Sree, A.R.1.B.A., P.AS.I., 
A.M.I.Struct.E.,of the Borough Engineer's 
Department, Huddersfield, has been 
appointed Architect to the Education 
Committee of the City of Bristol. 


A Frencn sculptor, Monsieur Des- 
ruelles, is responsible for a statue in 
stone of “ Britannia,” which is now 
being carved in a shed at Boulogne-sur- 
Mer in France. This statue will com- 
memorate the landing of the. first units 
of the British Expeditionary Force dur- 
ing August, 1914. From the sculptural 
point -of view, the history of the statue 
is of interest. When originally the money 
was subscribed in France, two or three 
years ago, it was decided to erect a statue 
in bronze, but the technical difficulties 
were many, and there was also the ques- 
tion of exposing the metal to sea-fog. 
Accordingly, the original idea was aban- 
doned, and it was decided to proceed with 
a statue cut out of a very hard stone, 
quarried at Auville in France. As the

on the draw-off side, a vacuum was 
formed, the cylinder then collapsing by 
atmospheric pressure. 

Other collapses have occurred. One 
was caused by, after emptying the system 
and executing repairs, the stop cock from 
cold supply being opened. Owing to the 
pressure on the cold feed side being wery 
low, no taps being open to permit the 
escape of air, and, as was discovered 
later, the expansion pipe being choked 
with a leaf-cutting bees’ nest, very little 
water entered the system. 

The fire was then lighted for testing 
purposes, and shortly afterward banging 
noises were heatd coming from the 
sysiem. The plumber carrying out tests 
was somewhat alarmed. He quickly drew 
the fire and closed the cold feed cock. A 
minute or so later he was amazed to see 
the cylinder gradually collapsing in front 
of him. It is obvious that the water 
contained in the system when the fire 
was lighted was quickly converted to 
steam, and when the fire was drawn, 
eondensed, causing a vacuum which the 
eylinder could not withstand. 


Other expansion pipes were found to be 
choked in a similar manner, and now 
periodical inspections are made, the 


expansion pipes being tested by tapping, 
a dull sound being give: where the bees 
have commenced their nesting, which is 
generally found in the bend nearest to 
the open end.

Wautine in the reign of King James I, 
a chronicler described Staple Inn as the 
‘ Fayrest Inne of Chancerie,” and to 
many generations of Londoners the old 
timbered houses and the courts behind 
them have seemed indeed a fair, cool 
retreat from the noise and bustle of 
modern London. 

There are indications that the oldest of 
these houses was built in the reign of 
Edward VI, or nearly 500 years ago, Two 
of them are believed to have been built 
by Vincent , in 1989. Thus in 
Staple Inn, Holborn has a tangible link 
with the Wars of the Roses and the days 
of the Spanish Armada. 

For many months now the front of the 
inn has been in splints, heavy shoring and 
scaffolding hiding the familiar gabled 
houses. 

Nearly two years ago the Surveyor to 
the owners, the Prudential Assurance Co., 
in co-operation with Mr. E. W. Spiller (of 
Messrs. Daniel Watney and Sons), com- 
menced a survey with a view to restora- 
tion. Almost every timber was either 
fractured, rotten, or eaten away by 
beetles, sometimes all three. The “ life,” 
too, had gone from much of it, so that it 
was as brittle as a lump of coal. Such 
was the condition of the timbers that, in 
the words of the architects, it was nothing 
but a miracle which the building 
from collapsing into Holborn. Some of 
the chimney-stacks were found to be 
nearly 2 ft. out of plumb. The front was 
shored up, a measure possibly taken not 
a day too soon.

Tais school is erected on a site of 
about 54 acres on the north side of 
Green-road.
